HELSINKI, Jan. 15 (AP).—The 
Russian Air Force resumed bomb- 
ing raids on South Finland today 
after unleashing the worst aerial 
offensive of the Russian-Finnish 
war yesterday. 

Two air alarms were sounded in 
Heinki shortly after noon. No 
damage was reported downtown, 
but some bombs were reported to 
have fallen in the outskirts. 

Twenty-one Russian bombing 
planes attacked Viipuri today, kill-; 
ing two persons, injuring many 
and leaving a whole street of stores 
demolished. The raid lasted two 
hours. Some buildings were set 
afire. 

As a result of yesterday’s wide- 
spread attack, Finns feared that 
Russian strategy called for a pow- 
erful assault on  behind-the-lines 
morale to break military resistance

more than 300 Russian planes took 
part in yesterday's raids, and that 
three were shot down and three 
more reported shot down.

MOSCOW, Jan. 15 (AP).—Russia 
warned today of “danger” in its re- 
lations with Norway “and especially 
Sweden,” publishing protests to 
them charging violations of neu- 
trality and their not “entirely satis- 
factory” answers. 

The Russian protests dealt with 
anti-Soviet attacks in the press and 
in quarters close to the govern- 
ments of the two countries and 
with men and material going from 
them to the aid of Finland. 

Similarly-worded replies from 
Norway and Sweden disputed the 
Russian assertions and expressed 
hope for cohtinued good relations 
with the Soviet~ Union. 

‘Tass, official Soviet news agency, 
published sumimaries of the Rus- 
gian representations in Oslo and 
Steckhoilm and the answers of the 
two Scandinavian nations, conclud- 
ing: 

“The replies given by the Govern- 
ment of Norway, and especially 
Sweden, cannot be regarded as en- 
i tirely satisfactory. 

“The governments of Norway and 
Sweden do not deny all the facts 
proving violation by them of the 
policy of nettrality. Such a posi- 
tion by the government of Sweden 
and Norway conceals danger. 

“It testifies to the fact that the 
governments of Sweden and Nor- 
way do not offer proper resistance 
to the influence of th se powers 
which strive to involve Sweden and 
Norway {n war against the U. 8. 8. 
RR.”

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NEW JAPANESE 
CABINET EXPECTED 
T0 PURSUE SAME 


AMERICAN POLICY’ 


Admiral Mitsumasa Yonai| 


Completes Government, 
Replacing All but Two 
Officials— His Own Ap- 


pointment a Surprise. 


HACHIRO ARITA GETS 
FOREIGN OFFICE POST 


Shunroku Hata and Vice- 
Admiral Zengo Yoshida, 
War and Navy Ministers, 
Retain Portfolios Held 
Under Premier Abe. 


TOKYO, Jan. 15 (AP).—Japan’s 
mew moderate Premier, Admiral 
Mitsumasa Yonai, completed a Cab- 


inet today which it was said would 
continue Japan’s present diplomat- 
ic policy toward the United States. 

Admiral Yonai, a former Jap- 
anése fleet commander and former 
Naval Minister, chose as his For- 
eign Minister the veteran diplomat 
Hachiro Arita, who will succeed 
Admiral Kichisaburo Nomura. 

Shunroku Hata and Vice-Admiral 
Zengo Yoshida, who were War and 
Navy Ministers, respectively, in the 
oytgoing Cabinet of Gen. Nobuyuki 
Abe, were retained in their old 
posts by the new Premier. 

All Replaced but Two. 

Gen. Abe resigned yesterday with 
his cabinet amid repercussions over 
Japanese-American relations. Ad- 
miral Yonai late last night accept- 
ed the task of forming a new gov- 
ernment. In forming a new cabinet 
he replaced all but the ministers of 
the navy and war. 

A Foreign Office spokesman indi- 
cated in a press conference that 
conversations with United States 
Ambassador Joseph C. Grew would 
be continued to draft plans for a 
trade understanding to replace the 
existing pact. The present agree- 
ment, denounced by Washington, 
expires Jan. 26. 

The spokesman said that a pro- 
posed method of operation for a 
trade understanding had been pre- 
sented and that “we expect a reply 
before Jan. 26.” 

The new Premier rose from the 
ranks to become commander of 
Japan's fleet and was Naval Minis- 
ter in 1937 during a naval expan- 
sion program. 

Returns to Former Post. 

Arita’s appointment means his 
return to the Foreign Minister's 
office. He preceded Admiral No- 
mura, serving under Baron Kiichiro 
Hiranuma, who resigned last Aug. 
28, and he also served as Foreign 
Minister in the government immedi- 
ately before that under Premier 
Prince Fumimaro Konoye. 

The Abe Government fell after 
the United States failed to react 
favorably to the Cabinet’s an- 
nouncement that the lower Yangtze 
River would be reopened to third- 
Power trade. 

Japanese newspapers expressed 
Surprise at the selection of Yonai, 
@ navy career man, over an army 
leader. The newspaper. Kokumin 
reported to be an organ of the 
army, criticised the appointment, 
saying palace statesmen overlooked 
army interests. 

Nichi Nichi, however, took an op- 
posite view, saying “the appoint- 
ment of an Admiral rather than a 
General is better at this time.” 
“Appointment Surprises Public. 

Yonai’s selection was a surprise 
to the public as newspapers and the 
radio already had announced the 
appointment of Gen. Hata, Friends 
had called at Hata’s home offer- 
ing congratulations when an offi- 
cial announcement disclosed Yonai’s 
designation. Circumstances of the 
appointment were not disclosed. 

Yonai is a graduate of the Jap- 
anese Naval Academy and served 
as Naval Minister in the cabinet of 
Gen. Senjuro Hayashi in the period 
after Japan denounced the Wash- 
ington naval limitation treaty. He 
has two sons and three daughters. 
His chief hobbies are yachting and 
fishing. 


ECUADOR REVOLT CHIEF FREED

sians were believed to be bringing 
up reinforcements for a new drive 
to cut off Finland in the “waist- 
line” sector, scene of the defeat of 
the 163d and Forty-fourth Russian 
divisions, 

Various points behind the Finn- 
ish lines were bombed. The Finns 
said their lines were holding firmly. 
Prisoners taken in last week's 
battle told of Russian efforts to re- 
inforce the trapped divisions by 
bringing fresh troops in big air 
transports. But the troops were 
captured upon landing near Suo- 
mussalmi. 

These prisoners said men of the 
Forty-fourth Division had been: 
without food for five days before 
the final battle that ended in their 
virtual annihiliation. 

Reports from the Salla front 
above the Arctic Circle told of live- 
ly patrol action and said Russian 
artillery was keeping up a sporadic 
fire. 

In the Far North, the Finns re- 
ported they still held their positions 
south of Hoyhenjarvi, about 60 
miles southwest of Petsamo, and 
that there was little activity by 
the Russians. 

Among the safest spots in Fin- 
land appears to be a prison camp 
for captured Russians. In a visit 
there this correspondent talked to 
a tank battalion commander who 
said he was forced to surrender 
Dec. 20 when the Finns set fire to 
several tanks on the Karelian Isth- 
mus. 

Inhabitants of a dozen villages 
he passed through en route to the 
camp had taken to cover from Rus- 
sian air raids. 

In one town an air raid warden 
pedaled down the road on a bicycle 
blowing a trumpet as an air raid 
alarm. Women and children rushed 
off the street to places of safetyv 

At the secluded prison camp, 
however, the captured troops 
worked and slept unconcerned by 
distant bombings. 


REDS ENTRENCHED 
ON SALLA FRONT 


By PAUL SJOEBLOM 

WITH FINNISH FORCES IN 
THE FAR NORTH, Jan. 15 (AP). 
~—Indications that the Soviet Rus- 
sian army entrenched along the 
Salla front would be forced into 
attack by lack of supplies were 
seen today by Finnish observers. 

Finnish quarters expressed belief 
the Russians did not have suppHes 
to last them through the usual 
season of bitter cold which comes 
in late January and early Feb- 
ruary. Thus a major drive, these 
sources said, would be the Red 
Army’s only ghance to escape an- 
nihilation. 

The Soviet forces at Salla have 
dug in and put up formidable for- 
tifications. They have heavy ar- 
tillery, machine guns and high-pow- 
ered grenade throwers with a range 
of three to five miles. 

Civilians in the Rovaniemi sector 
are seen wearing Russian army 
helmets with the Red star and 
hammer and sickle—spoils from the 
Suomussalmi battlefield, where the 
163d Red Army division was re- 
ported shattered Dec. 29 and 30. 

The extreme difficulty of dis- 
lodging the Russians in the Salla 
sector by a mass attack without 
serious losses has restricted Finn- 
ish operations to surprise flank at- 
tacks by ski patrols and guerrilla 
tactics. 

The Finns have been so success- 
ful in cutting Russian supply lines 
that the Russians are reported to 
have’ resorted to the use of air- 
planes to drop provisions. Many 
times these supplies fall on the 
Finnish side of the line. 


Reds Report Their Planes Made 
Reconnaissance Flights. 

MOSCOW, Jan. 15 (AP). — The 
communique on yesterday in the 
Finnish war: 

“In the Murmansk, Ukhta and 
Repola directions, rifle and machine 
gun fire not of an intensive nature 
occurred, 

“In the Petrozavodsk direction, 
clashes of infantry units continued, 
“On the Karelian Isthmus there 
was artillery fire, not of an inten- 
sive nature, and patrol activities.

Asserts Ambassador Grew 
Is Handling Tokyo’s Pro- 
posals for New Trade 
Treaty.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (AP). — 
Secretary of State Hull said today 
a new commercial treaty with Ja- 
pan was being discussed with’ 
Tokyo. 

Hull was asked at his press con- 
ference concerning newspaper dis- 
patches from Tokyo that Japan had 
submitted proposals dealing with 
trade relations between the two 


countries after Jan. 26, expiration 
date of their commercial treaty. 
He replied that all matters in 
which the two governments were 
interested were under discussion 
between Ambassador Grew and the 
Foreign Office in Tokyo. That in- 
cludes the commercial treaty situa- 
tion and. related topics, he said. 
Authoritative sources have dis- 
closed that the United States will 
not enter into a temporary arrange- 
ment unless Japan gives effective 
guarantees that American interests 
will receive equal and fair treat- 
ment in Japanese-occupied China. 

Proposal Is Reported, 
Japanese officials are reported to 
have suggested that, in liev of the 
abrogated treaty, a temporary ar- 
rangement be negotiated’ which 
would guarantee ‘continuance, at 
least for the time beinr, of most- 
favored-nation treatment in trade 
between the two countries. Most- 
favored-nation treatment means 
that a country grants to another 
all concessions extended to any 
third country. 
With such a modus vivendi, even 
on a day-to-day basis, Japanese of- 
ficials are understood to be hopeful 
they could work out a solution of 
the numerous problems created 
chiefly by Japanese military treat- 
ment of American interests in 
China, rules and regulations favor- 
ing Japanese over Americans and 
other foreigners, and rough treat- 
ment of American citizens. 

No Agreement Reached. 

Authoritative sources said, how- 
ever, that no agreement had been 
reached for a temporary arrange- 
ment of any kind and that unless 
Japan submitted proposals that 
would provide effective guarantees 
of equal and fair treatment, a non- 
treaty relationship would become 
effective after Jan. 26. 

It would be the first time a non- 
treaty status existed between the 
two nations since Commodore Mat- 
thew C, Perry signed the first com- 
mercial accord in 1854. 

To clarify taisapprehensions con- 
cerning what will happen when the 


_| treaty ends, an authoritative source 


gave this interpretation: 

The abrogation of the treaty does 
not mean the United States has 
started economic discrimination 
against Japan. It means that the 
United States has made itself ready 
to take any action déemed neces- 
sary by being then in position to 
start discriminatory action against 
Japan. 

It will not automatically raise 
tariffs on imports from Japan. 

It will not embarg< the export of 
any articles to Japan or imports 
from Japan. 

It will not cause any change in 
the treatment accorded Japanese 
subjects in the United States or 
Americans in Japan, or of Ameri- 
can or Japanese ships in the Pa- 
cific trade. 

The end of the treaty, however, 
will open the door to retaliatory 
steps by President Roosevelt or 
Congress, including the embargo 
proposed by Senator Pittman 
(Dem.), Nevada, on shipments of 
raw materials to nations that vio- 
late treaty obligations to the United 
States.

Roosevelt Approves Measure to Pro- 
tect Witnesses in Federal Inquiries. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (AP).— 
President. Roosevelt signed today 
the first bill completed in this ses- 
sion of Congress, a measure de- 
signed to protect witnesses appear 
ing before congressional investiga- 
tions or at proceedings before Gov- 
ernment executive agencies. 

The act provides for a maximum 
punishment of a $1000 fine and a 
year in prison for anyone who cor- 
ruptly or by threat or force at- 
tempts to intimidate, coerce or im- 
pede witnesses. A similar penalty 


fis provided for persons who at- 


tempt to prevent proper adminis- 
tration of the law under which pro- 
ceedings are being held before con- 
gressional or executive agencies.

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BRITAIN'S ARMY 


Both Arms of Service in 
France Ready for Possi- 
ble German Move Against 
‘Low Countries. 


LONDON, Jan. 15 (AP). — The 
Royal Air Force in France canceled 
all further leaves today to keep at 
full étrehgth against any possible 
German move against The Nether 
lands, Belgium or France. 
Previously, the British Expedi- 
tionary Force suspended all leaves 
for soldiers at the front. 

The British War Office did not 
amplify its two-line midnight com- 
munique saying “the leave from 
service of th. British expeditionary 
force has been temporarily sus- 
pended.” Official sources explained, 


however, troops already on furlough 
would not be recalled .mmediately. 
One informed observer said Brit- 
ain took the view a German inva- 
sion of the low countries was not 
imminent, but that “potential dan- 
ger” existed. 

Somie military strategists were in- 
clined to interpret the reported 
shifting of German attack units 
along neutral borders as another 
stroke in a “war of nerves.” 

New Scouting Flight Indicated. 
Another scouting sortie by Brit- 
ish flyers was indicated last night 
when the Bremen radio station 
went silent, as on previous Oocca- 
sions when enemy planes were 
sighted. 

In: Paris, French semi-official 
sources declared there was no réa- 
son to confirm “that a German of- 
fensive is on the point of being un- 
leashed, and that it is only a ques- 
tion of days or hours.”

The sinking of the 4575-ton Brit- 
ish steamer Atlantic.

French Ready to Meet Any Eventu- 
ality, Paris Says. 

PARIS, Jan. 15 (AP).—As the 
Netherlands and Belgium prepared 
to meet any attempted invasion, 
French officials made no attempt 
today to disguise the seriousness 
with which they viewed develop- 
ments, but said the army had 
taken necessary precautions to 
meet any eventuality. 

At the morning military press 
conference it was stated that the 
Germans could get heavy forces 
into action against the two new- 
tral countries with just 24 hours’ 
notice.

Roosevelt Asks Congress to Make 
TVA Area a National Playground 


In Special Message, He Submits Proposal to 
Let Board Operate Recreational Facil- 
fties in Six-State Lake System. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt submitted to 
Congress today a proposal by the 
Tennessee Valley Authority to con- 


vert the area encompassed by the 
TVA ‘development ‘in six Southern 
states into a giant national play- 
ground. 

“Many of our citizens and even 
Government officials hold a belief,” 
he said in a special jessage to Con- 
gress, “that the purpose of the act 
creating the (Tennessee Valley) 
Authority was primarily the de- 
velopment of electric power. 

“It is perhaps time to call atten- 
tion to this utter fallacy.” 

Additional objectives, he _ said, 
were to control flood damage—esti- 
mated at $20,000,000 annually—and 
to make the river navigable. In its 
broader sense the TVA was formed, 
he continued, “to raise the stand- 
ards of life by increasing social 
and economic advantages in a given 
area.” 

Power development, the Presi- 
dent declared, as only a part— 
“and ultimately only a small part” 
—of the social and economic effort 
in the Tennessee watershed. 

With his message he transmitted 
a study prenared by TVA on recrea- 


tional possibilities in the. area. The 
report, signed by Harcourt A, Mor- 
gan, chairman, called attention to 
the fact that TVA’s lakes had sup- 
plied the region with “the one ele- 
ment which nature omitted from 
an otherwise lavish recreational en- 
dowment.” 

Morgrin said in a letter to the 
President that the TVA .Act of 
1933 authorized . study of the reg- 
ion from a recreational viewpoint 
but that the TVA board still lacked 
power to carry out its own recom- 
mendatic:. He suggested that Con- 
gress grant TVA this additional 
power. : 

“Such powers,” the. report said, 
“should include authority to con- 
struct and to operate recreation fa- 
cilities on property acquired in con- 
nection with the primary purposes 
of the water control program; to 
utilize the work relief resources of 
such agencies as the NYA, WPA 
and CCC in carrying out the funda- 
mental program; and, at least dur- 
ing a trial period in which manage- 
ment problems and public demand 
can be more fully explored, to oper- 
ate recreation facilities: developed 
under the program, either directly 


or through a system of carefully 


supervised concessions.”

Faculty Committee, Unwilling to Recommend Accept- 
ance of Resignation, Opens Discussions on 
nances and General Athletic Situation.

James G. (Jimmy) Conzelman, who resigned Saturday as head foot- 


ball coach at Washington University, has been asked by Dr. Frank 
H. Ewerhardt, chairman of Faculty Athletic Committee, to reconsider 
his action, and may remain at the university if certain details can be 
worked out satisfactorily during scheduled further negotiations be- 


tween coach and committee. 

Dr. Ewerhardt. after a confer- 
ence with Conzeiman this morning, 
gave out the following statement: 

“The Faculty Athletic Committee 
is unwilling to recommend to the 
Chancellor that Conzelman’s resig- 
nation be accepted. Further discus- 
sions are being carried on between 
Conzleman and the Athietic Com- 


mittee regarding the immediate fu- 
ture.” 

Dr. Ewerhardt said the discus- 
sions included the football sched- 
ule, finances and the general ath- 
letic situation, and that Conzelman 
had asked for time to think things 
over. 

“I have just talked to Dr. Ewer- 
hardt,” Conzelman said. “Until those 
further discussions of which he 
spoke are held, I am not in a posi- 
tion to make any statement as to 
my plans.” 

Dr. Ewerhardt disclosed that the 
Faculty Committee, in special ses- 
sion last night, refused to accept 
the resignation. Chancellor George 
A. Throop, Dr. Ewerhardat, said, pre- 


viously had declined to accept the 
resignation unless the Faculty Ath- 


Alumni Seek the 


Coach’s Willingness to Quit 


The pro-Conzeiman forces, rally- 
ing over the week end to see if any- 
thing could be done about the sur- 
prise announcement of the resigna- 
tion, meantime were asking many 
questions. 

Who pushed Jimmy Conzelman? 

Who authorized or advised Dr. 
Ewerhardt to tel! Conzelman that 
football coaching was an unstable 
thing and that if he had an oppor- 
tunity in any other field, he ought 
to get out of the coaching business? 

Or did Conzelman misconstrue 
what Dr. Ewerhardt said in that 
“heart-to-heart talk” as a message 
that the Doctor he been chosen to 
“carry to Garcia” a request that 
Conzelman resign? 

Says Wrong Man Resigned. 

Diligent investigation failed to 
disclose or identify any anti-Conzel- 
man forces that might have in- 
spired the pressure, if dny, that 
caused the Washington University 
football coach to tender his resigna- 
tion. Dr. Ewerhardt stuck to his 
original statement, that no pressure 
had been brought to bear and that 
if Jimmy hadn’t resigned, he would 
have continued as head coach. 

Indignant alumni among the pro- 
Conzelman forces planned to take 
concerted action at e monthly meet- 
ing scheduled for Wednesday noon 
at the American Hotel. Claude Mc- 
Elwee, avowedly pro-Conzelman, 
fired the first gun in a “get Conzel- 
man back” campaign when he an- 
nounced that at the meeting 
Wednesday, he would demand the 
removal of Dr. Ewerhardt “for fail- 
ing to hold Conzelman as Washing- 
ton University’s coach.” 

McElwee said plans were being 
formulated to circulate petitions, 
asking Conzelmen to reconsider. 

“We can’t find anybody who will 
come out and say they want to get 
rid of Conzelman,’ McElwee ex- 
plained. “The university disclaims 
responsibility for the action and we 
figure there are so many persons 
who want Jim to remain that any 
anti-Conzelman minority is unim- 
portant.” 


Wants Committee Overhauled. 


“We must go farther than that,” 
Dr. Herluf Lund, long an ardent fol- 
lower of Bear athletics, said. “I am 
in favor of overhauling the athletic 
committee. The situation at Wash- 
ington should be corrected. The 
students have nothing to say about 
athietics. The faculty members 
vote exactly as they are told to do. 
The alumni, who should be consid- 
ered, are out-voted, 3 to 1.” 

The Faculty Athletic Committee 
includes Dr. Ewerhardt, chairman; 
Dean Washburne Shipton, men- 
tioned by one alumni group as stuc- 
cessor to Ewerhardt as chairman; 
Dean George Stevens, Walter Mc- 
Court, Franz Berger, school of en- 
gineering; Thomas Blackwell, 
comptroller, and Kendall Harrison, 
alumni representative and instruc- 
tor in the school of journalism. 

William C. Connett, treasurer of 
a group of university friends and 
alumni who have been interested in 
athietics there for many years, and 
who administer financial aid, said 
he didn’t know Conzelman was go- 
ing to resign until he read it in the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Racquet Club Meeting. 

“Our group has never taken any 
position on anything,” he said, “We 
have never even thought of mixing 
in on questions of policy, Our only 
interest is in having as good a team 

as possible out there and we make 


mo recommendations, as to hiring 


or firing. “_ | 
While invéstigation, es told,’ 
failed to disclose any anti-Conzel- 


letic Committee recommended such 
action. 

Requests from prominent alumni 
groups to defer action on the res- 
ignation may have influenced the 
Faculty committee. When it was 
learned that the meeting, original- 
ly scheduled for later in the week, 
was to be held last night, members 
of the committee were called by 
telephone and urged to wait, until 
the alumni held their meeting at 
the American Hotel at noon 
Wednesday. 

“There has been a misunder- 
standing about this whole thing,” 
Dr. Ewerhardt told the 
Post-Dispatch this morning. “No 
pressure was ever brought to bear 
to cause Jimmy to resign and the 
fact that he submitted his resigna- 
tion didn’t mean he was out.” 

Three Washington University 
football players and the former 
president of the disbanded Student 
Council will meet with Dr. Ewer- 
hardt late today to discuss the Con- 
zelman_ situation.

The resignation of Cecil Mueller- 
leile as athletic director and foot- 
ball coach at St. Louis University 
does not mean . at the university 
is to abandon the sport or that it 
will expand its football activities, 
Father Harry B. Crimins, president 
of the institution said this morning. 

“We will simply try to keep the 
game within safe and sane limits 
as has been the case at this school,” 
Father Crimins said. 

As to the appointment of a new 
coach, Father Crimins said that the 
new man will not be named until 
due consideration is given to all 
the applicants. 

Relative to the possibility of Jim- 
my Conzelman being named, Father 
Crimins said he did not believe Con- 


We, the undersigned members of the Washington University foot- 
ball team, wish to go on record in vigorous protest against the loss of 
Jim Conzelman as football coach. Most of us came to Washington 
solely, or in part, on account of Conzelman. His kindly advice, help-

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a surprise to almost everybody, in-

There have been rumblings in the 
past among the alurani who thought 
that a new coach should be ap- 
pointed, and following the defeat 
by Washington U. in the season's

Still nothing was done. At a meet- 
ing last month at which Mvellerleile 
was present, the coach excused him- 
self when it was announced that 
plans for next year were to be dis- 
cussed. 


At the conclusion of that meet- 
ing, Muellerleile was told nothing 
as to his future status. A little 
later a member of the faculty told 
him to “carry on.” Then Cecil be- 
gan to make plans for next year 
as to the schedule, spring practice, 
etc. 

A little later a hint was dropped 
to him that it might be a good idea 
to resign and Muellelleile took it. 

He is not at all resentful of the 
action of the university. He sticks 
to his original statement that he 
is thankful for what the school has 
done for him in the past. 

“My future plans are still tenta- 
tive,” he said yesterday, “but I plan 
to remain in the business of coach- 
ing football unless a more attrac- 
tive commercial offering comes my 
way. 

“I believe that we had just about 
reached the point where St. Louis 
University could do something on 
the football field. I have said re- 
peatedly that we have a good sched- 
ule for next fall and I believe there 
will be a team there to take care 
of it. 

“Dick Pfuhl, for instance, is one 
of the Freshman stars coming up. 
I believe he will be a great back. 
He’s got size—about 6 feet 2 inches 
tall—weighs about 190 pounds, is 
fast, a good ball carrier and a good 
blocker. So I think the new coach 
will inherit a good squad.” 

Asked if he had any ideas as to 
who the new coach might be 
Muellerleile said he had not. 

“Perhaps the best thing the Uni- 
versity could do would be to step 
out and get a big name coach,” 
he said. “I believe that under the 
present policy of the institution I 
could do as well as anybody. Or, 
should they decide they wanted to 
do the things necessary to have a 
big league football team I think I 
could do as well as any other 
coach. But what their plans are I 
don’t know.”

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MORE SCIENCE NEEDED 
By O. L. Kaupanger 


ANY of our sportsmen are 
carrying on extensive fish 
propagation programs — 
some are rearing trout, others 
bass, sunfish, crappies and the 
like. These efforts are worthy of 
great commendation. However, 
we sometimes wonder how much 
of this activity is wasted effort. 

By that we mean, are these fish 
being planted in places suitable 
for that particular species? Is 
there are ample food supply? In 
other words, are fish being plant- 
ed upon a basis of the biological 
characteristics and food re 
sources of the streams and lakes? 

To plant fish upon such a basis 
will require a scientific survey of 
the streams and lakes. We should 
know what fishes and minnows 
certain waters now contain; what 
their lowest and highest summer 
temperatures are; what ig the 
nature of their bottoms, how deep 
they are, what plant and insect 
life there is in them, how abun- 
dant or how sparse, what is their 
hydrogen ion concentration, if we 
are to farm them intelligently 
and make them produce the larg- 
est number of sizable fish. 

Such a survey, we maintain, is 
a state’s greatest need if fishing 
is to improve. 

Fish culturists should get away 
from the habit of rating the value 
of their own activities by the 
number of ciphers carried on the 
reports of hatchery output. They 
should get away from the point 
where the sentiments of the fish- 
ermen generated by the abun- 
dance or scarcity of their catches 
are the criteria by which the fish 
culturist is able to justify his 
own existence.

Cry That Farmer 


Agreements Recalls Old Log-Rolling 
Days of the Hawley-Smoot Tariff De- 
bate—Mr. Hull’s Sound Case. 


Is Hurt by Trade

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15. 
T will be a great pity if the Hull 
| trade agreements policy, put into 
effect by Congress in 1934 to re- 
place the old log-rolling system of 
tariff making, is wrecked, 
Always when a tarriff question 
is under debate, the interests that 
stand to profit from high protection 
take shelter behind the American 
farmer. So it is that we are now 
hearing again the familiar cry of 
save the farmer. In the fight 
against the trade agreements, 
enough crocodile tears have already 
been shed on his behalf to float all 
the battleships of the expanded 
navy. 
It’s like being back in the old 
days of 1930 when the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff—which Jim Watson 
said would restore prosperity inside 
of 30 days—was being framed. 
Anybody who may be tempted to 
write to his Congressman against 
the Hull policy, on the theory that 
it is hurting the farmer, ought first 
to read the statement in which Sec- 
retary Hull defended the _ trade 
agreements last week before the 
House Ways and Means Committee. | 
” ” * 


There is space here for only two 
or three of the points made by the 
Secretary in answering what he 
called, with complete justification, 
“a flagrant and unscrupulous sup- 
pression and misuse of facts” on the 
trade agreements issue. 

Secretary Hull recalled that by 
the end of 1932, after two and a half 
years of the Hawley-Smoot Act, 
farm cash income had _ declined 
from 11.2 billion dollars to 4.7 bil- 
lion dollars. By 1938, after four 
years of the trade agreements pro- 
gram, it had gone up to 7.6 billions, 
not counting benefit payments. He 
gave similar striking ‘figures on the 
cattle and dairy industries to refute 
“reckless claims” that they have 
been damaged by the trade policy. 
The income of each has risen steep- 
ly from the low point to which it 
fell in 1932. 

“Some light is shed on the pres- 
ent situation,” said Secretary Hull, 
“by the fact that many of those 
who are now insisting upon advis- 
ing American agriculture in opposi- 
tion to the reciprocal trade policy, 


which has demonstrated its bene- 
fits to agriculture, were among the 
identical persons who advised the 
farmers in 1930 that the Smoot- 
Hawley Act would bring them per- 
manent prosperity, whereas under 
such advice the farmers of this na- 
tion were piloted straight into un- 
precedented bankruptcy.” 


The writer’s memory runs back 
to the year and a half required for 
the framing and passage of the 
Hawley-Smoot Act. President 
Hoover in a message to Congress 
had called for a “limited” revision 
of tariff rates as a means of giv- 
ing the farmer equality with in- 
dustry. Lobbyists for benefit-seek- 
ing interests swarmed into Wash- 
ington. Such a locust plague of 
them had never before been seen 
in the capital. Out of the log-roll- 
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ing that ensued—the pooling. of 
interests by different groups—came 
a broad general revision of the tar- 
iff that hiked the rate structure, 
as opponents of the bill estimated, 
20 per cent above the Fordney- 
McCumber Act. The Dill got by 
the Senate by a majority of only 
two, its passage made possible by 
the defection of five Democrats 
who saw in it special benefits for 
their states. 

Today it is the opposition of cer- 
tain Western Democrats—largely 
on the ground of the farmers’ sup- 
posed interest—that endangers the 
Trade Agreements Act in the Sen- 

ate. 


After the passage of the Haw- 
ley-Smoot Act there was consider- 
able doubt whether President 
Hoover would sign it. It violated 
completely his call for a “limited” 
revision. Hopes of its opponents 
rose when 1000 economists of all 
shades of political opinion joined 
in a petition to the -President to 
veto the bill. It would bring, they 
said, retaliatory action through- 

out the world—a prediction that 
was soon to be abundantly fulfilled. 

Mr. Hocver signed the bill, ac- 
companying his approval with a 
statement that its ineqdualities— 
which he admitted—could be cured 
within a reasonable time through 
the use of the flexible provisions 
of the measure. These provisions, 
he said, gave “great hope of tak- 
ing the tariff away from politics, 
lobbying and log-rolling.” 

But the Hawley-Smoot Act was 
not only impotent to bring back 
the prosperity that remained al- 
ways just around the corner; to 
the contrary, through its deaden- 
ing effect on world trade, it con- 
tributed to the widening and deep- 
ening of the world depression. The 
Trade Agreements Act is no cure- 
all; in the chaotic state of the 
world today its achievements have 
necessarily been modest; but it has 
reversed a disastrous trend and 
has paved the way for further 
gains, perhaps conducive to the 
peace of the world, after the war.

Japan's commerce with the bgp States is a mat- 
ter of prime importance to her, especially now that 
she has lost Germany as a source of supply. As 
was pointed out in a special article in yesterday's 
Post-Dispatch, Japan sold us more than $175,000,000 
worth of goods in 1938. At the same time, we shipped 
Japan more than $288,000,000 worth of merchandise. 
While this trade balance is highly unfavorable to 
the Japanese, it would be far more difficult for them 
to adjust themselves to a sharp reduction in the vol 
ume of this commerce than it would be for the Unit- 
ed States. The only real difficulty for us would be 
to find’ a substitute for Japanese raw silk, which 
represents 63 per cent of our imports from Japan. 
The denunciation does not change the present sit- 
uation, but leaves us quite free to act as we see fit. 
That this has placed Japan in a difficult dilemma 
is fully demonstrated by the selection of Admiral 
Yonai. His appointment promises a policy of mod- 
eration toward the United States. And, if Washing- 
ton bases its case purely on our treaty rights, rather 
than on moral indignation over the Chinese war, there 
is every hope for an early settlement of differences 
between the two countries. Meanwhile, it may be a 
salutary lesson for the too confident Japanese to 
suffer for a time some of the pangs of uncertainty,

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MISSOURI CAN CATCH UP, TOO. 

Proof that lawyers can lead the way in stripping 
outmoded forms and unnecessary, time-consuming 
steps from civil procedure was presented to the St. 
Louis Bar Association by former Chief Justice Floyd 
E. Thompson of the Illinois Supreme Court. Before 
the Illinois Bar Association went to work in 1930, 
civil procedure in our neighbor State was all bound 
up in ancient verbiage and highly technical require- 
ments. Now, thanks to the new Civil Procedure 
Code, trial of civil cases has been greatly expedited. 

What Illinois has done Missouri can do. The Mis- 
souri civil code has had a few piecemeal changes, 
but no major revision for nearly three-quarters of a 
century. That means, obviously, that it has fallen 
far behind the needs of Missouri in 1940. The work 
undertaken by the Missouri Supreme Court Com- 
mittee, headed by Kenneth Teasdale, is long over- 
due. Every legislative candidate in the Missouri pri- 
mary this August should be required to declare him- 
self on this issue.

BISHOP JOHN H. TIHEN 
DIES IN WICHITA HOSPITAL 


Formerly Head of Lincoln and 
Denver Dioceses of Catholic 
Church, 


WICHITA, Kan.,, Jan. 15 (AP).— 
The Most Rev. John Henry Tihen, 


78 years old, retired Catholic Bish- 
op, died in his sleep in St. Francis 
Hosital here yesterday. He had 
been an invalid since March 3, 
1938, when he suffered a paralytic 
stroke. 

Bishop Tihen, retired head of the 
Denver diocese and formerly Bish- 
op of the Lincoln (Neb.) diocese, 
had lived in a suite of rooms in the 
hospital since 1931. 

Educated at St. Benedict’s Col- 
lege, Atchison, Kan., and St. Fran- 
cis Seminary, Milwaukee, Bishop 
Tihen was ordained a priest at St.

In the fall of 1888 he came to 
the Wichita diocese on a year’s 
leave of absence, but his stay. was 
extended until 1911 when he was 
appointed Bishop of Lincoln.

Justices to Study Decision 
Against Order to End 
Company Union, | 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court agreed today: 
to review a decision denying en- 
forcement of a National Labor 
Board order which directed the 
Bradford Dyeing Association of 
Bradford, R. I. to disestablish a 
union of company employes. 

Among other actions, before the 
court adjourned until Jan. 29, it 
dismissed litigation involving con- 
stitutionality of New York City’s 2) 
per cent sales tax, as applied to 
fuel oi] imported from Venezuela 
for use on outgoing European lin- 
efs, This left in effect a decision 
by the New York Supreme Court 
holding the act unconstitutional in 
a case where a $35,013 tax deficien- 
cy was sought from the Gulf Oil 
Corporation. 

In dismissing an appeal by New 
York City “for the want of juris- 
diction,” the court said it was un- 
able to find that the decision of the 
State court “did not rest upon an 
adequate non-Federal ground.” 

Four other cases involving the 
same act, as applied to products 
brought itno the city across the 
State line, are awaiting decision. 
The act was held unconstitutional 
by New York courts in each case. 

The court also refused to recon- 
sider its Dec. 11 decision holding 
that the Texas franchise tax law 
is applicable to the Ford Motor Co. 
and similar interstate corporations.

DIAGNOSIS: Rachel’s childhood 
clearly explains her present prob- 
lem.

She hed to hasten home from school each afternoon to help her 
mother with the housework. Meanwhile, Rachel longed for the 
normal good times enjoyed by other girls of her age. She was 
hungry to be included in their secrets, but even her clothing 
marked her somewhat as an alien, for her parents were immi- 
grants from Europe and insisted on dressing her according to 
their tastes instead of in keeping with modern American stand- 
ards. 


After high school graduation, Rachel wished to get a job, 
but her father didn’t believe in having women employed out- 
side the home.

WE MEASURE distance roughly according to our stride. 
Thus, a child thinks a mile is much longer than does an adult. 
Similarly, we measure worth or value in terms of the work 
involved in procuring the object or coin. To a child who has 
been properly educated regarding money, a coin is a symbol 
of minted human energy. He may regard 50 cents as a whole 
day’s work, including mowing lawn, carrying out ashes or run- 
ming errands of various types. But youngsters who receive 
money for no work, as by the allowance plan, have not acquired 
this sense of value. Rachel didn’t have a nowmal adult concep- 
tion of value because she had never earned money. Her hus- 
band was correct, therefore, in saying she was childish. 


But in addition to that liability, she was also so hungry for 
friends and admiration, that she again demonstrated a child's 
reaction by trying to buy friendship. A youngster who feels 
socially aloof from his crowd, may try to bribe admittance into 
the inner circle by offering his toys or candy and chewing 


gum to the crowd. 


Rachel is doing the same thing. She needs to be socialized 


and to work for money. This training should have started 20 
years ago, but it isn't too late, even now, for we can learn as 
long as there is life and motivation.

Orange Juice 
Helps Build 
Child's Bones

| Sey orange juice have any ef- 
fect on bone and tooth building? 


Recent experiments have proved 
that fruit juices containing vitamin 


_C activiate the deposit of calcium. 


Formerly it was supposed that vita- 
min D, which is found in fatt 
foods, was exclusively reenolatene 
for the mechanism of the deposit 
of calcium in the bones and teeth. 

Lanford’s experiments showed 
that orange juice is an effective 
aid in this mechanism. In experi- 
mental animals growth alone was 
promoted 10 per cent by the addi- 
tion of orange juice to the basic 
diet, and it was shown by volu- 
metric estimation that the amount 
of calcium ash in the body showed 
a distinctly higher per cent of cal- 
cium in animals fed an abundance 
of orange juice over those where 
orange juice was excluded from the 
diet. 

Even when the content of cal- 
cium in the food is lower than nor- 
mal, its utilization is greater when 
orange juice is fed than when the 
diet is high in calcium and no 
orange juice is taken. ; 

These experiments substantiat 
the clinical observation of Chaney 
and Blunt that orange juice favors 
the retention of calcium in growing 
children.

WHY DO complexions suffer in 
the winter time? 


For two reasons. In the first 
place, overdoing the daily bath idea. 
In hot and warm weather the luke- 
warm bath, even with heavy soap- 
ing, removes a great deal of detritus 
and improves the function of the 
skin. In cold weather, when the 
skin secretions are more or less 
dried up, it tends to dry the skin 
excessively and cause cracking and 
scaling. The same effect is pro- 
duced, particularly on the skin of 
the face, by going out from the 
exceedingly hot, dry rooms of the 
American home and office building 
in winter to the outside cold, This 
is the second reason. 

I believe the inside of the Amer- 
ican house is more uncomfortable 
and unhealthier in winter time than 
it is in the summer time.

the perennial Caspar Milque- 
‘#4 toast of the movies, is kicking 
over the traces these days in a 
slightly naughty stage role and 
having the time of his life because 
it gives him an opportunity to grat- 
ify two lifelong ambitions.

The 
only high honors they lacked were 
the diamond ace and the heart 
queen. Yet North was not overly 
confident when he saw the dummy. 

East opened the eight of hearts, 
wisely conserving his diamond hon- 
ors because of South’s diamond bid. 
Dummy’s ace won and the adverse 
trumps were drawn in three leads, 
ending in North’s hand. Now’ the 
singleton diamond was led up to 
dummy. East made the only play 
that could give declarer trouble— 
he ducked! 

Declarer, before playing from 
dummy, studied the situation care- 
fully. Naturally he did not know 
that East held the diamond ace and 
had ducked with it. From declar- 
er’s point of view it appeared more 
probable that that card was in 
West’s hand. If it were and West 
smothered one of dummy’s high 
diamond honors, the contract would 
be in parlous state, inasmuch as 
declarer would almost certainly 
have to lose a heart trick as well. 
The pressing need was to find a 
place upon which to discard not 
one but two hearts. Hence, as the 
best hope of creating such a dis- 
carding opportunity, declarer at this 
point properly played dummy’s dia- 
mond 10. As a matter of fact, his 
hope was to drive out the ace, but, 
amusingly enough, his sound play 
had a different, although equally 
satisfactory, result—the 10 spot 
held! Now only a little care was 
required to insure the contract. 
The diamond king was led and 
passed, declarer discarding a heart. 
East won with the ace, but now
